Naples, Feb. 22. 
N Wednefday laf, our New Viceroy, 
the Duke of Efcalona, arriv’d here with 
‘a Squadron of the Galleysof Sicily. He 
made hisEntrance dreft in @ French ha- 
bit; and to give us the greater Hopes 
of the King’s coming hither, went to Lodge in one 
of the little Palaces, leaving the Royal one for his 
Majefty. The Marquis of Grigni is alfo arriv’d here 
with a Regiment of French. 

- Reme, Feb.25. In a Military Congregation of State 
that was held here, it was Refolv’d to draw a Line 
from Acoli to the Borders of the Ecclefiaftical State, 
thereby to hinder the Incurfions of the Tranfalpine 
Tzoops. Orders are fentto Civita Vecchia to fit out 
the Galleys, and to ftrengthen the Garrifon of that 
Place. Signior Cafali is made Governor of Perugia, 
The Marquis del Vafto, and the Prince de Caferta 
continue ftill in the Imperial Embaffador’s Palace ; 
where his Excellency has a Guard of 50 Men every 
Night in Arms. The King of Portugal has defit'd 
the Arch-Bifhoprick of Lisbon, vacant by the Death 
of Cardinal Soufa, for the Infante his fecond Son, 
who is about 11 Years old. 

Vienna, Mar.4. Orders are fenttothe 4 Regiments 
of Foot, the 2 of Cuiraffiers, and to that of Dra- 
goons, which are broke up from Hungary, and are 
on their way to Italy, and which confift of about 
434 0f 15000 Men,to haften their March thither with 
all Expedition. The 6 new Regiments of Huffars 
that are now raifing, are in {9 great a forwardnefs, 
thar they will be compleat, and in 2 Condition to 
march by the middle of May. Prince Lewis of 
Baden has written to Court, to excufe himfelf from 
coming thither, his Prefence being fo very neceffary, 
and fo much defir'd on the Upper-Rhine. 

Francfort; Mar. 12. The Marquifs d’ Uxelles is 
come to.Strasburg, and isto draw together a Body 
cf fome Regiments of Horfe and Foot from the Ga- 
rifons of Alface ; but will not leffen thofe of Stras- 
burg and Landau, which are already very weak. 
On the other hand, the Troops of His Imperial Ma- 
jefty, and his Allies, are going to form a Body near 
Germeffein in the Palatinate, of which Place, as well 
as of the-Lines at Spires, Prince Lewis of Baden is 
expected to take a View, in three or four days. 
The Englith and Dutch Minifters,the Count of Frife, 
and the Baron Vander Meer ; and likewife the Im- 

erial Envoy Count Lowenftein, are gone to Nord- 
ingen, and itis hop'd that in a fhort time we fhall 
hear from thence of fome favourable Refolutions for 
the Security of the Empire. 

‘Liege, Mar. 14. The French have taken the Can- 
nen de Longie, who was Secretary to the Dean de 
Mean, out of our Caftle,where he has been for fome 
time a Prifoner, and have deliver'd him to the Pro- 
vot of Maubeuge, who has carry’d him from hence, 
but we do not know whither. 

Pars, Mar. 13.°Our Letters from Italy fay, That 
moft of our Reinforcement$ were Landed there ; 
that the Impcrial and Ecclefiattical Troops feem to 
live very peaceably with one another in the Country: 
of Parma, and that the Duke of Vendome, as he 
was vifiting feveral Pofts, was within 100 Paces of 
fallitg into the Hands of the Germans. . The Duke 
of Chartres, the Prince of Conti, and feveral other 
Princes of the Blood, are to make the Campaign in 


Flanders under the Duke of Burgundy ; and the 
Duke of Maine is to Command upon the Rhine.

Reme, Feb. 25. We are taking here all poffible Pre- 
cautions for the Security of the Ecclefiaftical Stare 
in this prefent Conjancture, and have defir'd to raife 
3000 Men in che Cantons of Switzerland. The Pope 
has appointed the Duke of Berwick to be his Licu- 
tenant-GeneraJ, and he is to Commend 6e0e Men 
on the Froatiers of Naples: He has alfo fectled uy- 
on him a Penfion of 6000 Crowns a-year duringl ite.

Naples, Febr. 17. 600 French Soldiers are arrived. 
here, and are expected to be follow'd by 2400 more. 
A Courier that came hither on the 14th. has brough: 
Letters by which we are affur'd that the King of 
Spain defigns to be here towards the end of March ; 
and accordingly Orders are givento make the ne- 
ceflary Preparations sgainft his Arrival. The two 
‘Troops of Horfe that were Commanded to the A- 
bruzzo are pofted at Pefcara with a. Body of Spanith 
Foot, and others in the Fort of Mentorio. 

Pars, Mareh. 18. We have Advice from Toulon 
of the sth infant, that the Wind having long ftoad 
favourable, 22000 Men were already fail'd for Italy, 
that 2500 more were Embarking, and that by the 
15th it was hoped they might all get thither. The 
Count d’ Eftrees arviv'd there on’ the Third inftany 
and fet all hands at work to fit out the Squadren 


of 9 Men of War and fome Fregats, that are ap- 
. pointed 10 carry the King of Spain to Naples. His 


Catholick Majefty will go on Board the Thunderer, 
of 110 Guns. 

We have Advice by an Exprefs from Rome of the 
18th of February, That norwithftanding the prefling 
Inftances of the Imperial Embaffadour, the Pope 
had Condemn’d the Marquis del Vafto to lofe his 
Head and his Eftate to be confifcated, for not ap- 
fearing to Anfwer the Charge againft him of Pub.
